"W.<e have been hearing a good deal 


of the New Nationalism, but a politi- 
cal development which its not making 
BO much noise, but which may prove 
Lo h« far more important, IB attracting 
little attention. For lack of a better 
name it may be called the New Pa- 
triotism. It consists, first of all, in put- 
timg ,th«, public good abbre party. In 
that reep*ct it ia not .merely growing 
alongside the New Nationalism, but 
is at laaet partly caused by it. What 
we mean is that thousands of thinking 
Republicans who hare been alarmed 
by what they believe to b% the enor- 
mo'us mischiefs wrapped up in the New 
Nationalism have determined to throw 
their influence against it by tempor- 
arily abandoning their party. 


It was Horace Bushnell, we believe, 


who wrote about "the expulsive force 
of a new affection." Political ideas, 
too, have their expulsive force; and it 
s evident that the New Nationalism 
is expelling many Republicans from 
their party, for the time being. To 
meet the New Nationalism, the _New 
Patriotism has sprung up. 


The spirit of it is suggested in the 


nterview given out by Dr. Parlchurst 
on his return from Europe. He is a 
Republican, but he says that he also 
hopes that he is a patriot; and his pa- 
triotic duty this year, as he conceives 
it, is to vote against his party and 
pray for its deteat. He argues, and 
:here are plainly great numbers of 
Republicans who are of his way ot 
thinking, that a thorough *«**»g at 
the polls will be a needed chastening 
for the party. It has notoriously suf- 
fered trom the evils inherent in too 
long a term of power, too feebly op- 
posed. The arrogance of some of its 
.eaders, the corruption of others, the 
playing of others with revolutionary 
notions, all constitute a good reason 
why men who think in terms of coun- 
try, rather than slavishly in those of 
party, should contemplate bestowing 
upon their own political organization 
the faithful wounds of a friend.

Trapping Muskrats. 


Numbers of mechanical traps to 


catch muskrats have been invented 
and tried, but none gives more satis- 
faction than the old floating barrel 
trap that has been in use for many 
years. Both ends are left closed, and a 
hole about eight by twelve inches 
square is sawed in the side. A strong 
cleat is nailed across each end, the 
cleats projecting six or eight inches 
beyond the barrel, and upon the cleats 
are nailed two boards, one on each side 
of the barrel -MrijjMwbal inches longer. 
Water then is placed in the barrel so 
that it will float with the board plat- 
focms about on a level with the sur- 
face of the pond or stream. About 
one-third of tne barrel remains above 
water. Apples, carrots and other deli- 
cacies that ta« muskrat likes are 
placed In the barrel. In their attempts 
to get the bait the animals fall into the 
barrel and are unable to get out.—Ex- 
change

Text of th« Lesson, Matt, xxv, 14-30.

Matt, xxv, 21 — Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. O. M. 8te«rne. 
This lesson, like the last one, is 


found only in Matthew, but a little 
earlier iu these last days of His earth- 
ly ministry, about the time that He 
brought salvation to the house of 
Zaccheus, He spake a parable because 
He was nigh to Jerusalem and be- 
cause they thought that the kingdom 
of God should immediately appear 
(Luke six, 11). These two parables 
cover the same period of time and 
teach virtually the same truths; they 
cover the time of the nobleman's ab- 
sence in a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom and to return, and 
during his absence the servants are 
expected to make diligent use of the 
pounds or talents with which they 
have been intrusted that they may 
give account of their stewardship at 
his return. "Occupy till I come" Is the 
wojd to every servant (Luke xix, 14). 
As both John and Jesus and the 
twelve and the seventy had all preach- 
ed that the kingdom was at hand they 
were all expecting it. not understand- 
ing that. Messiah being rejected by the 
nation and the rulers having deter- 
mined to kill Him, the kingdom must 
wait till His return and the age of 
"the mystery of the kingdom" run its 
couise. These parables tell of service 
in this present age and bring before 
us another phase of the readiness to 
meet Him at His coming. The re- 
demption clothing. His righteousness. 
makes us fit and ready to meet Him 
at any time (Col. i, 12-14), but we are 
redeemed in order to serve Him, and 
for this service there will be rewards, 
and it is His desire that we should re- 
ceive a full reward and not be asham- 
ed before Him at His coming (II John 
viii. I John ii. 28; Rev. xxii. 12) 


In the one parable each servant re- 


ceives a pound: in the other each re- 
ceives talents according to his ability. 
Every believer without exception re- 
ceives the Holy Spirit in some measure, 
but the special gifts of the Spirit are 
given to every one severally as He "will 
(I Cor. xii. 4-11. IS). This passage helps 
in some measure to understand both the 
pounds auc1 the talents There is some- 
thin,- for every believer to do and bear, 
and it has long been a comfort to me 
to know that everything has been ap- 
pointed for each individual before- 
hand (Eph. ii. 10). and we have only to 
walk with Him in that which He ap- 
points for us. I am also comforted by 
remembering that He expects no serv- 
ice for which He has not given the 
ability a Pet. iv, 10, 11). It is the 
greatest folly to consider others and 
the service they are rendering and aim 
to do as they are doing, for the Lord 
appoints "to every man his work" 
(Mark xiii, 34). And "every one of us 
shall give account of himself to God" 
(Rom. 
xiv, 12). We are here as His 


witnesses to manifest His life, to show 
forth His praises, to prove ourselves 
faithful 
stewards 
of His 
manifold 


grace, to Befve the living and true 
God (Acts i. 8; II Cor. iv. 10) and our 
position in His kingdom will depend up- 
on our faithfulness here.
